Thirty or more persons were in­ 
jured in strike disorders yesterday 
at the Bethlehem Steel company 
plant at Bethlehem, Pa., and at the 
International Harvester company’s 
McCoimick works in Chicago.

Clubs thumped en heads 
and 
shoulders and tear gas eddied out­ 
side both the p ants. Scores of au­ 
tomobiles were overturned a t Beth­ 
lehem last night; some were rolled 
over an embankment. 
At the steel plant 125 Pennsylva­ 
nia state policemen 
moved 
into 
dense crowds lase night and in an I 
hour and a half cleared the nine 
entrances to the company property. 
More tan 50 city policemen were 
assigned to m aintain order at the 
Chicago Harvester factory. One pa­ 
trolman was injured and taken to 
a hospital. 
The state policemen ‘arrived at 
Bethlehem after a melee between 
local police and strikers. The city 
policemen’s squad car was upset, 
tear gas bombs were tossed by both 
sides, a patrolman was hospitalized 
for gas bi m s end five strikers were^ 
temporarily blinded by the fumes. 
CIO steel workers called the trike 
in protest to a scheduled election 
by the

Plan—an organization which the 
strikers called an illegal, company- 
dominated union.
